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ADVISORY ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Acknowledgement is made of the after-final amendment filed by the applicant on 
1 1/14/2005, in which the applicant proposed to amend Claims 1 , 2, 5 - 1 1 , and 14 - 
16 and cancel Claims 4, 13, and 17-25. However, this amendment has not been 
entered because it raises new issues that would require further searching and 
consideration on the part of the examiner. For example, the proposed claims would 
require (1 ) cooling the solid organic material in the first region of the vaporization 
apparatus, and (2) heating to provide a steep thermal gradient across the thickness 
of the organic material between the first and second regions. Additionally, Claims 2 
and 11 would require that the vaporized material (instead of the solid organic 
material) pass through a permeable member. Claims having the scope of those 
presented by the applicant in the 11/14/2005 amendment have not previously been 
considered by the examiner, thereby necessitating further search and consideration. 



Response to Arguments
